Reward on 
offer after 
daytime raid 

A £10,000 REWARD is being offered after 
thieves stole watches and jewellery worth 
more than £200,000 in a raid on a house in 
Whittington. 

Nine watches, including Rolex and 
Cartier makes, valued at around £117,000, 
were among the items stolen in the daytime 
burglary at the home near Oswestry. 

One watch alone was worth £42,000. The 
owners have now offered a £10,000 reward 
for information leading to the arrest of the 
raiders and full recovery of the property. 

Detective Constable Mai Normandin said: 
“This was a high-value burglary with 
expensive watches and gold jewellery tar¬ 
geted by the thieves. Their total value is 
around £213,000. Some of the items are 
quite distinctive and the offenders will 
almost certainly be seeking to sell them on.” 

Anyone with information can contact the 
burglary unit at Shrewsbury police station 
on 0300 333 3000. The thieves broke into 
the premises on March 27. 

The highest priced items include a 
£42,000 man’s 18ct Rolex wrist watch with 
224 diamonds set in the dial and 264 dia¬ 
monds in the bracelet. The bracelet is num¬ 
bered 8385. 

Also taken was a ladies’ Rolex watch val¬ 
ued at £35,000 with diamonds and red 
rubies set on the face and diamonds down 
the strap, and a gent’s Cartier 18ct gold 
watch, with a thin face and thin bracelet.

Search on 
for owners 
in pylons 
corridor 

A SEARCH has been 
launched to find owners of 
parcels of land on the poten¬ 
tial corridor for pylons that 
could connect wind farms in 
Mid Wales to Britain’s elec¬ 
tricity network. 

National Grid wants to 
discover who owns unregis¬ 
tered land in the path of the 
controversial pylons. And 
they have called on people 
living in Shropshire and Mid 
Wales to help them identify 
any owners to allow the proj¬ 
ect to proceed. 

The power company 
wants to build a 400,000 volt 
electricity line across the 
Shropshire border to feed 
the electricity generated 
from wind farms in Mid 
Wales into the national 
power network. 

An electricity substation 
will be built at Cefn Coch, 
west of Welshpool, which 
will be linked to the main 
network at Lower Frankton, 
near Ellesmere. 

Staff are currently carry¬ 
ing out surveys to identify 
how the connection should 
be built, including whether 
overground power lines and 
pylons or underground 
cables should be used. 

But there are a number of 
plots of land that are unreg¬ 
istered and National Grid 
bosses say they need to find 
out who owns them so sur¬ 
veys can be carried out. 

Jeremy Lee, lead project 
manager, said: “We are cur¬ 
rently undertaking surveys 
on land where we have been 
granted access by landown¬ 
ers on a voluntary basis.”

THE Welshpool & Llanfair Light 
Railway has celebrated 50 years since 
reopening as a volunteer operated 
preserved railway. 

Saturday marked the exact time of 
the 50th anniversary of the reopening 
in 1963, seven years after the eight- 
mile long narrow gauge line had been 
declared uneconomical by British 
Railways and closed. 

Throughout the weekend the rail¬ 
way’s usual service trains were joined 
by special nostalgia trains, running 
from Llanfair Caereinion to Castle 
Caereinion. 

On Saturday, almost to the hour of 
the 50th anniversary, chairman Alan 
Higgins spoke from a wagon parked 
in Llanfair station, the same wagon 
that the railway’s first chairman, Sir 


Thomas Salt, stood on to make the 
opening day speech in 1963. 

He praised the many achievements 
of volunteers and staff. 

These include obtaining, restoring 
and maintaining locomotives and 
rolling stock from across the world, 
relaying track and rebuilding stations 
and building an entirely new station 
at Welshpool. 

Many took the opportunity over 
the weekend to ride the nostalgia 
trains, including several members 
who were present on the opening day 
in 1963. 

The carriages of these trains were 
decorated with storyboards describ¬ 
ing the line’s preservation and the 
many achievements made in the past 
half-century. 


Action on 
problem 
tenants 
of estate 

A FRESH crackdown on 
anti-social behaviour is 
underway at an arson-hit 
Oswestry housing estate. 

Tenants of Castlefields 
took part in a consultation 
event with housing officers 
to discuss problems on the 
estate. 

The area has been the 
regular victim of spates of 
arson attacks and officers at 
Shropshire Towns and Rural 
Housing, the body which 
took over the running of 
council housing in the 
county on April 1, say new 
initiatives are being intro¬ 
duced to tackle the prob¬ 
lems. 

Emma Feely, resident 
involvement officer from the 
housing group, said: “One 
particular problem has been 
fires. Tenants are genuinely 
worried about the fires and 
we have been discussing 
what can be done. We have 
discussed where bins should 
be located and also whether 
CCTV cameras would help.” 

The Castlefields area suf¬ 
fered various arson attacks 
last year and they have con¬ 
tinued this year with the 
most recent incident being 
reported in February when a 
wheelie bin was set alight. 

Mrs Feely said people 
wanting to become tenants 
on Castlefields would face 
more stringent processes 
before they got a house. 

Under a new Local Let¬ 
tings Plan potential tenants 
would have to have an inter¬ 
view and be asked to provide 
references from their previ¬ 
ous landlord before they are 
considered for a house. 
Police checks will also be 
carried out. 

Oswestry police commu¬ 
nity support officer Hannah 
Bishop said: “Sometimes 
tenants are reluctant to 
speak to us but will raise a 
problem with the council 
and sometimes they come to 
us and we can pass it on to 
the council. 

“It is all about team¬ 
work.”

Hopes of cut to 
speed limit on 
bypass dashed 

A PLEA for a cut in the speed limit on the entire 
length of the A483 Oswestry bypass has failed, dis¬ 
appointed councillors have learned. 

A speed limit reduction from 60mph to 50mph 
was imposed last year on a stretch of the road at 
the notorious Maesbury Road junction after a series 
of serious crashes. 

Oswestry town councillors had written to the 
Highways Agency calling for the entire bypass’s 
speed limit to also be reduced by lOmph. 

But the agency has told them there are no plans 
to change the speed on any other part of the road. 

In a letter the Highways Agency said the call for 
a speed reduction on the entire bypass had come 
after the Maesbury Road junction traffic order was 
processed. 

The letter said therefore ‘it is not possible to con¬ 
sider an extended speed limit or reconsult with the 
police without repeating the order process’. 

The letter added: “The decisions made to estab¬ 
lish the current extents of the 50mph speed limit 
originated from concerns raised by Shropshire 
Council regarding collisions in the region of the 
Maesbury junction. 

“Following a review it was agreed that a 50mph 
speed limit should be considered. 

“There were 14 recorded collisions over this dis¬ 
tance, 13 of which had speed/failing to judge vehicle 
speed as a contributory factor and a reasonably 
reduced speed limit was therefore considered an 
appropriate measure to take.

Firefighter has 
heart attack on 
his way to call 

A FIREFIGHTER is recovering in hospital 
after suffering a heart attack while on his 
way to answer a call. 

Retained firefighter Michael Mounsey 
collapsed inside Oswestry Fire Station as he 
was preparing to turn out to a chimney fire. 

But within four hours of his collapse, the 
36-year-old was sitting up in bed after an 
operation to remove a blood clot from his 
heart. 

Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service said 
he was saved thanks to the quick actions of 
his colleagues during the incident which 
happened on April 2. 

They gave him oxygen at the scene, while 
a paramedic administered morphine and a 
surgeon operated within a short time of his 
arrival by ambulance at Stafford Hospital’s 
cardiology unit.

But he panicked when he saw the police 
because his business and his employees 
relied on him having a driving licence. 

He sped off and failed to stop for police. 

Suspended 

Pierce, of Orchard Croft, Llandrinio, who 
had never been in trouble before, admitted 
dangerous driving on the A483 and the 
B4393 at 2 a.m. on January 11, and driving 
with 57 microgrammes of alcohol in his 
breath, compared to the legal limit of 35. 

He was banned from driving for two and 
a half years and ordered to take an 
extended re-test. 

Judge Dafydd Hughes imposed a 52- 
week prison sentence, suspended for two 
years, and sent him on 10 sessions of a 
“vehicle crime manual” course run by the 
local probation service. 

Pierce was ordered to pay £440 in costs. 

The judge said that he would not impose 
unpaid work or a curfew because he said 
that the driving ban meant that enough of 
a burden would be placed on the defen¬ 
dant’s partner who would now have to help 
to drive him about. 

The graphic account given of his driving 
that night was frightening, the judge said.

recycling 

BUSINESSES in Mid Wales 
are being encouraged to take 
advantage of trade recycling 
collections which will save 
them money while helping 
boost recycling rates. 

Powys County Council 
said it has again frozen the 
prices for recycling bags and 
bins this year, whereas the 
price for residual trade 
waste has had to be 
increased by 25 per cent to 
take account of the increas¬ 
ing cost of disposal including 
the escalating landfill tax. 

The price of a trade recy¬ 
cling permit has also been 
kept at £100 in order to 
encourage businesses to 
drop off recyclable waste at 
one of the six Household 
Waste and Recycling Cen¬ 
tres in Powys, which allows 
them to recycle a wider 
range of materials than the 
kerbside service. 

Also, for £35 per year 
businesses can purchase a 
permit to recycle waste at 
community recycling sites, 
such as supermarket and vil¬ 
lage hall car parks. 

Councillor Barry Thomas, 
cabinet member for recy¬ 
cling and waste, said: “We 
are committed to recycling 
as much of the county’s 
waste as possible, and as the 
new household service is 
taking shape across the 
county, businesses are our 
next target. 

“We feel that the options 
available give traders plenty 
of opportunities to recycle.”

The statement says: “This application 
seeks permission to vary three conditions 
which will result in minor material amend¬ 
ments to the approved scheme. The only 
change to siting not related to highways 
changes is the siting of the foodstore.” 

Shropshire Council aims to make a deci¬ 
sion by June 21.

Trailblazer Diana takes 
up post as High Sheriff

THE FIRST female pupil at 
Ellesmere College has become 
only the sixth woman to take on 
the office of Shropshire’s High 
Sheriff. 

What’s more, trailblazer Diana Flint 
well remembers who presented her 
clutch of awards at the end of her Lower 
sixth year and who said how good it was 
to see ‘a girl beating the boys’. 

It was the late Margaret Thatcher, then 
Secretary of State for Education and Sci¬ 
ence, who was to win her own place in his¬ 
tory as our first woman Prime Minister. 

Diana, who lives with barrister husband 
Charles near Ellesmere, took over the man¬ 
tle last Friday from Oswestry’s John Abram, 
who has held the office for the past year. 

Retired 

The new incumbent has come a long way 
from Kenya, where she was born. Her father, 
Major Robert Topham, was in the Army 
serving with the Duke of Edinburgh’s Wilt¬ 
shire Regiment and was seconded to the 
King’s African Rifles during the 1950s Mau 
Mau campaigns. 

Diana remembers those early childhood 
days but was only five when her father 
retired and came to Shropshire to take up 
farming with wife Jean and children, Robin, 
Diana and Angela. 

They first lived at New Marton Hall, 
between Oswestry and Ellesmere, before 
moving some years later to a larger family 
farm estate just outside Ellesmere. 

Colonel John Flint, his wife Anne and 
their children came into the county in 1966 
and the two families got to know each other. 
Diana and Charles Flint hit it off so well that 
they were eventually married. 

She says of her parents: “They worked 
really hard to get the house on its feet again 
- and did so just in time for our wedding in 
1978.”

Her father died in 1995 and two years 
later, she and Charles moved into the family 
home and between them, manage farm and 
land. 

For the first 19 years of their marriage, 
the couple lived in London and Charles, a 
QC and a Bencher in the Middle Temple, 
still commutes to the capital. 

Diana was a picture researcher with art 
publisher Thames & Hudson. Art has 
always been a major passion for her. 

She graduated from Reading University 
with a BA (Hons) in Italian, a course which 
included the history of Italian art. More 
recently, Diana has been chairman of the 
Shropshire Art Fund committee, though 
she has stepped down to take on her new 
role. 

The 100-year-old Art Fund, the biggest 
independent art charity in the country, 
donates £5 million each year to museums 
and galleries across the UK to buy art for 


their collections and has contributed to 
more than 200 works in Shrewsbury 
Museum and many in the Ironbridge Gorge 
Museum complex. 

She said: “In my year as High Sheriff, I 
really want to put the spotlight on the Art 
Fund. There are 650 members in the county 
and we get a regular 200 at lectures or 
interested in joining outings. 

Support 

“Art is important nationally but it is also 
important to highlight what there is to see 
around Shropshire and I’m going to try and 
highlight the museums and galleries rather 
more. 

“The other thing I want to do is support 
volunteering, especially the smaller groups 
who all do such a terrific job.” 

For a woman especially, the ‘uniform’ of 
High Sheriff is always a bit special and each 
of our ladies has been turned out splendidly 


when on duty. Diana bought the dark green 
velvet for her official livery in New York, 
and borrowed the buttons of office from a 
previous sheriff and friend. 

She was officially installed at a Shrews¬ 
bury Castle ceremony on Friday, April 5, 
before family and officials - including her 
chaplain Rev John Vernon - with husband 
Charles at her side. 

He is a great support to Diana, she says. 
“He really is so good and will be with me 
whenever he can,” she said. 

Their architect son William - who with 
wife Pam currently lives in Cape Town, 
South Africa near to Pam’s family - and 
daughter Julia - who lives in London with 
husband John, a fellow doctor - are rightly 
proud of their mother and her new role for 
the county. 

And so the ancient position is handed on 
to another county servant and into another 
pair of safe hands.

THE LEADER of Powys 
County Council has agreed 
to discuss concerns about its 
future with a group repre¬ 
senting town and commu¬ 
nity councils. 

One Voice Wales said it is 
delighted that Councillor 
David Jones had agreed to 
address concerns about 
redundancies, efficiencies 
and accountability. 

Last month, Powys 
County Council said it will 
shed around 200 jobs as it 
tries to save £30 million over 
the next three years. 

Councillor Derrick Pugh, 
an executive board member 
of One Voice Wales, said dis¬ 
cussions at a recent meeting 
of Llanfihangel Community 
Council, showed members 
were concerned about the 
authority’s direction. 

Councillor Pugh said 
Councillor Jones had agreed 
to meet members of One 
Voice Wales at a meeting on 
April 17 at Castle Caerein- 
ion Community Centre at 
7pm. 

Last month, the council 
said in addition to the 
redundancies it was putting 
council tax for the coming 
year up by 2.75 per cent - 
£25.75 a year on a band D 
property, taking the yearly 
bill to £962.11. 

Councillors said they 
hoped the jobs could be shed 
through retirements and 
voluntary redundancies. 
The job losses are expected 
to save £4.3 million. 


Musical celebration marks 
theatre company's 50 years

A THEATRE company is marking 50 
years of performing with a special 
musical celebration - with the show 
aptly named ‘Gold’. 

Oswestry Musical Theatre Company has 
been entertaining the town’s residents for 
generations, and three members of its first 
ever cast are still involved in the group today.

“During the 1980s and 1990s the company 
started to perform more and more musicals rather 
than operettas, so the name was changed to 
Oswestry Musical Theatre Company.

A CHORISTER FOR A DAY

He is not against the natural development of the voice 
and advocates the Royal School of Church Music’s Voice 
for Life scheme as an excellent method of carefully 
developing a child’s voice. He says “The Royal School of 
Church Music understands the need to nurture young 
voices and has many years of experience in the natural 
development of the voice which is why this scheme is so 
good.” 

“If you want proof of the value of the training come 
along and hear our choristers at St. Oswald’s.” 

Children and teenagers need to be taught how to use 
their bodies to produce a high quality natural sound and 
this is done through good posture, breath control and 
basic voice production, while also providing a grounding 
in musical skills. 

The scheme has five levels, White, Light Blue, Dark

Affordable homes plan for

PLANS TO build affordable homes in Oswestry, which will include the 
regeneration of a drug-plagued block of flats, have been outlined to 
councillors. 

The plans are being spearheaded by Shropshire Towns and Rural Housing, the body 
which, on Monday, took over the running of council housing in the county. 

Officers from the housing group told town councillors they had managed to secure gov¬ 
ernment funding for a series of housing schemes in Oswestry. 

Councillors heard this week that one of the sites was the Swan Lane flats development, 

which has been earmarked for demolition.

Aldi plans to 
extend store 

BUDGET supermarket chain Aldi has 
announced plans to extend its Oswestry 
store. 

The company says the move would allow 
it to increase its product range. The firm 
won permission for an identical scheme in 
2006, but the work was never started. 

In planning papers lodged with Shrop¬ 
shire Council the company says the expan¬ 
sion would bring the store nearer to the 
‘optimum’ size for a branch. 

The papers: “An Aldi is not considered to 
be a one-stop shopping destination as it 
doesn’t contain a butcher, newsagent etc 
and will therefore allow customers to the 
store to park free of charge for a period of 
90 minutes, thereby allowing customers to 
visit other town centre shops and services. 

“Such activity will therefore assist in the 
promotion of the town centre’s vitality and 
viability. ” 

Shropshire Council hopes to determine 
the application by May 22. 


Shropshire Council decided to demolish 
the flats because it was becoming increas¬ 
ingly difficult to let them to tenants because 
of the prevalence of drugs and related anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Three homes in the complex were tar¬ 
geted in April 2011 when police launched a 
major drugs crackdown nicknamed Opera¬ 
tion Bubble. 

Residents have been moved out over the 
past two years 

Parking 

Angela Douglas, from Shropshire Towns 
and Rural Housing, said three blocks of flats 
in Swan Lane would be demolished and 19 
homes would be built in their place. 

The new homes will be mix of two and 
three bedroomed houses rather than flats. 

She said eight would be affordable rented 
homes and 11 would be low cost home own¬ 
ership houses. 

Councillors also heard that schemes had 
been agreed to use land currently used for 
garages in Sefton Place and Gatacre Avenue 
in Oswestry for eight new affordable homes. 

Councillor Paul Milner said he hoped 
enough parking would be made available at 
Sefton Place for the homeowners. 

He was told additional parking was 
planned. 

Councillor Peter Cherrington said the 
town council would look forward to seeing 
the planning applications.

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Kia Sportage crossover 
has style and substance

Sometimes when you want the 
security of four-wheel drive with¬ 
out spending a fortune on one of 
the top ones in its class, you have 
to make sacrifices. 

But with the Kia Sportage KX-4 you only 
make one concession and in fact benefit by 
bucketloads. 

That concession is not playing the green card 
quite as strongly, because C02 emissions are 
slightly higher than similar rivals. 

But what you do get is a lot of car for your 
money in this SUV format without having to dig 
deep into your pocket. You also benefit from Kia’s 
seven-year, 100,000 mile warranty. And what that 
warranty states quite clearly is that Kia has got 
build and reliability right as it is the only brand in 
the UK to offer a seven-year warranty on its new 
cars. 

Prestige 

You may not have that badge prestige, or as I 
prefer to call ‘snobbery’, but you know how best 
to spend your money. 

A trip through flooded highways and byways 
to a winter break recently was made so much 
easier by the capability of the KX-4. And with 
increasing rain and floods as well as icy and 
snowy roads for much of the winter, a 4x4 is 
becoming a popular option - especially for those 
who live in remoter areas. It has to be said, how¬ 
ever, our weather-hit roads are fast becoming the 
norm wherever you live or travel. 


This range-topping version of the Sportage 
has a 2.0-litre CRDi turbodiesel engine with 
181 bhp and that’s plenty to cope with a vehicle 
laden down with family and luggage and it does¬ 
n’t look like a truck if you have to use it for work. 

If you need to be nippy you can get from 0- 
60mph in 9.4 seconds and there’s a top limit of 
120mph. But don’t be fearful of fuel consump¬ 
tion as you can get between 46 and 50mpg 
when laden and that is good for the size of the 
vehicle. That and the fact that you are not chug¬ 
ging along but travelling at a decent pace with 
a bit in reserve in case of emergencies. 

Handling is very good with little body roll, 
even when travelling around exposed country 
roads being battered by gale force winds, and 
a composed ride. And the Sportage also man¬ 
aged some potholed roads very well. 


For more risky driving, the torque-lock came 
into its own leaving you feeling much more 
secure with your tyres firmly planted on slippy 
surfaces. I didn’t get the chance to try out the 
hill descent control as conditions didn’t need 
that extra restraint - basically I didn’t hit snow or 
mud on steep slopes. 

All models have a maximum unbraked towing 
capacity of 750kg, while its braked figure ranges 
from 1,200 to 2,000 depending on which model 
you go for. So caravanners can tow up to 
2,000kg with the KX-4 - although I would prefer 
to see a boat behind it. 

Now back to what you get for your hard- 
earned money - and here just think of what you 
get from other more expensive vehicles in the 
sector, or rather what you don’t unless you pay 
for a range of options. 


Inside there’s a full-leather interior, excellent 
sat-nav, cruise control and climate control. In 
addition you have 18-inch alloys, Xenon head¬ 
lights, park assist, front and rear parking sen¬ 
sors, stainless steel scuff plates and a 
panoramic sunroof. 

And now to the looks and an interesting 
question that a Kia PR once asked me: “What 
have the original Audi TT and the new Kia 
Sportage got in common?” 

I didn’t get it and that’s because I had not 
properly read the press kit - very remiss of 
me. The answer was inside; the pair share the 
same designer, the very talented Peter 
Schreyer who has added a great deal of style 
to Kia since he jumped ship. 

It’s good looking without being too ‘pretty’ 
with a decent standard of finish inside and out 


including doors that are substantial and close 
firmly. 

Ground clearance is good without making 
you feel you are on stilts and there is plenty 
of headroom, legroom and room for three in 
the back, and a massive boot. 

With the seats up you get 564 litres and if 
you fold them down watch it increase to 1,353 
litres. And that’s another plus. The rear seats 
have a one-touch folding function which can 
be released and folded from the boot without 
you having to have elastic arms or be a con¬ 
tortionist. 

Prices start at little more than £27,000 for 
the Sportage KX-4. Add that seven-year war¬ 
ranty and you have a compact crossover with 
a ‘buy me’ light flashing above its head in 
bright red.

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There’s no 
time for a 
siesta in 
this Fiesta

Picture the scene; ahead of you is a ribbon of 
road stretching to the far horizon with tempt¬ 
ing corners and nobody else about. Do you 
take the ‘dream’ Lamborghini or Ford’s new 
zesty Fiesta? 

The Lambo, of course. Or perhaps not. The road is rather 
narrow and there are enough nasty surfaces (the odd pot¬ 
hole too) to make the Italian rocket feel big and a bit fragile. 

So you don your sensible hat and jump into the Fiesta ST, 
latest in a line of entertaining small Fords that started with 
the XR2 in 1981 and soon became the nation’s favourite hot 
hatch. 

Nothing much is likely to change 32 years later, with the 
UK set to take 5,000 ST Fiestas annually, around half of Euro¬ 
pean sales overall. Yes, we still love a quick, affordable Ford. 

And affordable the new baby with attitude really is. 

There are two versions, the plainly titled ST at £16,795 and 
the better equipped ST2 at £17,795, both of them clearly 
undercutting obvious rivals from the likes of Renault and 
(soon) Peugeot. 

Powering the ST is a potent 182 horsepower, 1.6-litre turbo 
petrol engine that promises decent economy when you’re 
not enjoying that sinuous snake of road mentioned above. 

But what marks the newcomer out isn’t its outright per¬ 
formance, but the compelling way it refuses to turn into a 
springless skateboard when the road turns from billiard table 
smooth to B-road brittle. 

Engineering 

It’s a genuine engineering achievement to produce a car 
that’s so much fun, practically wherever you happen to be. 

The Lamborghini, on the other hand, will turn all pouty at 
the first sign of a speedbump, never mind a width restrictor 
or the crawl to work in the morning. 

On paper, there’s nothing magic about the ST. 

It could be one of many small hatches designed to add a 
dash of spice to everyday driving. What sets the car apart 
(and Ford has form in this department) is the obvious atten¬ 
tion to the smallest detail that other car makers give up on 
sooner. 

You can’t tell by looking, you have to take a Fiesta ST for 
a longish drive, where the supple but sporty suspension, per¬ 
fectly weighted steering and brakes that practically start a 
conversation with your right foot will have you wanting more. 

What you can tell by looking is that the ST stands out from 
its softer siblings, thanks to a bold honeycomb radiator grille, 
large rear spoiler and twin exhausts. 

There are big alloy wheels, tinted glass and a slightly lower 
stance too. Inside, you’ll find grippy front seats in cloth as 
the main marker that here is a car designed to corner quickly. 

A heated windscreen (which is just magic on those frosty 
mornings) and a DAB radio are standard too. Pay your extra 
£1,000 for an ST2 and you add heated and part leather seats, 
a better sound system, darkened glass for rear seat passen¬ 
gers and a button to start the engine, with the key left in your 
pocket. 

Both versions share a dashboard that was clearly inspired 
by mobile phones but looks a bit old hat and cluttered, but 
there’s no denying the quality of everything you can see and 
touch. And you certainly won’t be trying to tune the radio 
when you’re having so much fun producing a different sort 
of music from beneath the bonnet.

Boosting skills 
of young drivers 



Red driving school uses advanced software to aid learner performance 


Learning to drive is a tricky 
business. That moment 
when you gently release the 
clutch pedal and realise that 
you’re moving under your 
own steam for the first time 
can be one of the most excit¬ 
ing - and daunting - feelings 
of your youth. 

The part of the brain used for haz¬ 
ard perception doesn’t develop fully 
until around the age of 25, so young 
drivers may not be giving the little 
things their full attention. 

Intriguing 

Driving school Red has designed an 
intriguing new set of e-learning tools 
to try to ‘train’ that part of a young dri¬ 
ver’s brain to more readily recognise 
potential dangers. 

Called the Red Road Brain Trainer 
(RRBT), the company says that, as 
part of the wider ‘Get Road Reddy’ 
scheme, it should better prepare a 
young driver for the real world of driv¬ 
ing. 

Ian McIntosh, CEO of Red, believes 
there are gaps in the driving education 
system that need to be filled. 

“Scientific research has shown that 
the part of the brain that assesses risk 
and anticipates danger is still develop¬ 
ing when a young person is learning 
to drive,” he says. 

“This can result in risks not being 
readily identified and a lack of focus 
from the driver. 

“Get Road Reddy aims to develop 
the risk assessment abilities of young 
people through providing Red’s learn¬ 
ers with direct access to interactive e- 
learning tools. 

“The campaign aims to highlight the 


need for young people to ‘road train 
their brain’ as well as their hands and 
feet during the learning-to-drive period 
so that they really are road ready.” 

It is common for a learner to want to 
spend less on lessons and take their 
test sooner, but there are reasons to 
avoid doing this; not least the £62 re¬ 
test fee. 

According to Red’s research, 
gained during the development of the 
software when it was tested at Cran- 
field University, learners who used the 
online modules were 14 per cent more 
likely to pass at the first or second 
attempt than pupils who stuck to the 
standard system. 

“The modules were designed with 
young people in mind and cover areas 


including how to deal with in car dis¬ 
tractions such as music, technology 
such as mobile phones and other pas¬ 
sengers,” explains McIntosh. 

“It is designed more to make drivers 
safer and more competent than simply 
being able to pass a test on the day. 

“It is fundamentally about training 
drivers to be better and safer post¬ 
qualification but it also helps them to 
pass their test. 

“Having gained experience through 
RRBT, it might just save their lives 
when such a situation occurs for real. 

“RRBT can never replace real expe¬ 
rience but it is crucial to help drivers 
in their first year of driving in order to 
reduce the accidents that occur.” 



The country’s toll roads do not have majority support of the motoring public 

Government not trusted 
over cash from toll roads 


More than nine in 10 motorists 
do not trust the Government to 
reinvest money made from tolls 
on new roads, according to a 
survey by the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists (1AM). 

Overall, 91 per cent of drivers in the sur¬ 
vey made such an assertion, while 60 per 
cent of motorists do not support toll roads 
and 79 per cent of motorists would not sup¬ 
port the introduction of tolls on existing 
roads. 

However, 40 per cent of motorists would 
back more expensive tax discs instead of 
charging tolls on roads. The study also 
found that 41 per cent wouldn’t support toll 
roads even if other types of tax were 
reduced. 

Motorists were divided on using toll 
roads. Some 47 per cent of motorists said 
they don’t plan their journey to deliberately 
avoid using toll roads while 44 per cent do. 

How those proportions change when 


drivers are faced with a choice between the 
two while travelling is not reported. 

The 1AM does report that motorists feel 
strongly about toll roads in their local area, 
with 56 per cent of respondents saying that 
they would use rural or local roads to avoid 
toll charges if such a levy was enforced on 
their local motorway. 

High 

1AM chief executive Simon Best says: 
“The cost of motoring is currently at an all- 
time high, and it’s clear that the idea of 
bringing in toll roads has no support 
among everyday motorists. 

“A toll on motorways, our safest roads, 
may force motorists on to more dangerous 
rural roads to save money. 

“The Government has a very hard job 
ahead to convince drivers that tolls are the 
only way to deliver new roads and improve 
existing ones. Only by reducing other 
motoring taxes can this policy gain the sup¬ 
port of the motorist.”

“With the introduction of a number of new additions to the 
annual MoT test just last month, it is even more important for 
vehicle owners to understand the advantage that a few sim¬ 
ple checks could make to the outcome of their test. Indeed 


we would encourage the simple checks to be conducted reg¬ 
ularly between MoT tests to ensure the vehicle is safe.” 

For more information on carrying out the ‘Minute Or Two’ 
checks, visit Rybrook Shrewsbury on Battlefield Road, 
Shrewsbury, or call 01743 467467. 

The ‘Minute Or Two’ checklist: 

1) Headlights and indicators 

Check that all of your car’s lights function properly - head¬ 
lights, sidelights, rear lights, hazard lights and indicators. 

2) Brake lights 

Press the brake pedal and ask a friend to check that the 
rear brake lights come on - including any supplementary 
brake strip light. Alternatively, carefully reverse up to a reflec¬ 
tive surface (window, wall or garage door) and look behind 
to see for yourself. 

3) Number plate 

Make sure that the number plate is clean and legible - 
even a quick wipe with a cloth can make a difference. The 
font and spacing of letters must also comply with legal 
requirements to be passed by the MOT station. 


4) Wheels and tyres 

Check that wheels and tyres are undamaged. The mini¬ 
mum legal tyre tread depth is 1,6mm and any tyres with less 
than this will be marked as an MoT ‘fail’ (though it’s recom¬ 
mended that tyres are changed when tread reaches 3mm). 
If you’re in doubt about how much tread is left on a tyre, your 
local manufacturer main dealer can check for you. The dealer 
can also advise on the type of tyre that is right for your car if 
a replacement is required. 

5) Seats and seatbelts 

The driver’s seat should adjust forwards and backwards 
and all seatbelts should be in good, working order. Test 
movement of the seat and inspect the seatbelt's full length 
for damage. Tug sharply on all seatbelts to check that they 
react as they’re supposed to if you have to brake severely. 

6) Windscreen 

Check the view out of the front of the car for damage - any 
damage larger than 40mm will cause a ‘fail’, as will any dam¬ 
age wider than 10mm in the ‘swept’ area of the windscreen 
in front of the driver. 


7) Windscreen wipers 

Make sure your wipers are able to keep your windscreen 
clean - any tears in the wiper rubber can be an MoT fail. 

8) Screenwash 

Top up the washer bottle before taking the car in for a test - 
something as simple as an empty container can cause an MoT 
fail. 

9) Horn 

Give a short blast of the horn - if it doesn’t work, your dealer 
will need to repair or replace it. 

10) Fuel and engine oil 

Make sure your car is filled with enough fuel and engine oil 
- you can be turned away from the MoT without suitable levels 
of either, both of which are required by the dealership when 
running the car to test its emissions levels. If you are unsure 
about the type of oil that should be used, ask your manufac¬ 
turer main dealer. 

• Note: When checking fluid levels and handling parts that could 
be become hot to the touch (eg bulbs), it is safest to ensure that 
the vehicle has had an opportunity to cool down fully.

Smaller Mercedes has proved 
that the cynics were just wrong

In the four-door coupe market, Mercedes has 
form. When it was launched, the original CLS 
prompted much head-scratching from the 
press and was dismissed by many as little 
more than a glamorous sideshow. Oh, how 
wrong they were. 

For buyers seeking E-Class levels of road presence but 
wanting something more eye-catching than a traditional 
saloon, the CLS delivered in spades and was bought in 
droves. So, how do you expand the appeal of something like 
the CLS? Simple, you build a smaller one and call it the CLA. 

Seeking to cause the same disruption in the compact 
executive saloon market, the CLA’s aim is to add some 
much-needed glamour and, crucially, encourage younger 
buyers to embrace what’s often viewed as an older person’s 
brand. 

Key to the CLA’s appeal is that it doesn’t look like a con¬ 
ventional Mercedes. Displaying similar design cues as the 
latest generation A-Class at the front and a pleasingly 
shapely rear, the car’s appearance blends visual appeal with 
the ability to slice through the air more efficiently than your 
average small saloon. 

Rakish looks and the CLA’s coupe-like profile aside, the 
car is different mechanically from your average Mercedes C- 
Class in that it’s front-wheel drive. 

This bucking of the premium market trend continues with 
power coming exclusively from four-cylinder engines - petrol 
and diesel - including a four-wheel drive AMG version. 

UK buyers initially get a choice of a 1.6-litre 122-horse¬ 
power petrol motor badged as CLA 180 and a 2.1-litre 170- 
horsepower CLA 220 CDI diesel unit. Launch specification is 
a six-speed manual transmission for the former and seven- 


speed direct-shift automatic for the latter. The CLA is a two- 
trim range - Sport and AMG Sport - boasting comfort and 
sport suspension set-ups respectively. 

The reality is a car that, despite being a fraction longer than 
a C-Class, feels surprisingly compact on the road. 

The largely A-Class-influenced cabin fascia works well, 
especially the generously dimensioned central colour display 
and familiar switchgear, and there’s enough room up front 
for two adults to sit comfortably. In the back, it’s not quite the 
compromise you might first think. 

Granted, headroom is modest for all the obvious reasons, 
but there’s enough legroom for adults if the journey is short, 
yet there’s plenty of space for a small but growing family. 
Space isn’t an issue in the boot - all 470 litres of it - and 
there’s the double bonus of folding rear seats. 

Funky looks and reassuringly high levels of real-world 
practicality notwithstanding, the car’s also got to drive well. 


In front-drive guise, the CLS delivers a solid performance 
on a wide variety of road surfaces. The difference between 
comfort and sport set-ups is noticeable, although it’s good 
to know that the latter doesn’t disgrace itself on poorly sur¬ 
faced urban roads. 

The lack of pitch and roll when travelling at speed plus 
above-average levels of cabin refinement can be credited to 
the car’s well-sorted chassis and class-leading aerodynamics 
respectively. 

And in diesel guise, a choice likely to be popular with com¬ 
pany car drivers, the combination of low noise and ample 
pulling power help cement the CLA’s engaging driver- 
focused appeal. 

For the UK, Mercedes is pitching the CLA as a youthful 
alternative to conventional compact executive models. 

As such, there’s a predictable sporty theme extending past 
the car’s model names; 18in wheels are the default size for

both trim levels along with sports front seats and a chunky 
three-spoke steering wheel.

Jo nets dream job despite 
life-changing experience 


DESPITE going through a major life-changing experience Jo Lawson 
has managed to secure her dream job. 

The 31-year-old is a lecturer in foundation learning, functional skills and skills 
for working life at Walford and North Shropshire College. It is a role she has 
had for six years, working with young people over 16 with learning difficulties 

“It is a lovely job,” she said. “I teach them things including money management, drama, 
cooking, job skills and CV writing. 

“It is loads of fun. I love working at the college. Teaching is my life. The people I work 


with are fantastic.” 

She is one of the lucky few who have man¬ 
aged to get into the job they have always 
wanted. And she did this as well as recover 
from a climbing accident when she was 23 
years old. 

Jo, originally from the Bristol area, was 
climbing when she slipped and fell in 2004. 

“I had a spinal injury,” she said. “I was 
totally paralysed from the waist down. I 
slipped and fell while I was climbing with a 
group of friends. 

“I knew straight away that I had been 
paralysed as I couldn’t feel my legs. 

Positive 

“I was rushed to hospital and spent nine 
months there. I had to learn how to live 
again. 

“I was young when I had the accident. I 
was 23 years old.” 

She moved to a bungalow in Oswestry 
designed for people with spinal injuries. 

“I think after the accident I didn’t know 
what I was going to do,” she said. 

“It was a big adjustment. It wasn’t easy 
to make an adjustment to life in a chair, but 
you have to be positive.” 

Instead of letting herself get down she 
decided to remain positive and went to Wal¬ 
ford and North Shropshire College to look 
at the courses they ran. 

She left hospital in 2005 and in 2006 
started studying to become a teacher. 

While she studied she also worked volun-

tarily as a teacher assistant at the college, 
and qualified as a teacher assistant with a 
degree in 2008. 

“I was really lucky to get a job at the col¬ 
lege, to be doing something and enjoying 
doing it,” she said. 

“I have always loved working with people 
with learning difficulties. It wasn’t until my 
accident that I went to the college to look 
for courses.” 

It was while she was at the college that 
she met her husband who she married two 
years ago. Jo is now pregnant but says she 
will be returning to work when the baby is 
older. 

While she was a teacher assistant her col¬ 
leagues were so impressed with her work 
that they nominated her for a national 
award for carrying out her role. 

She beat thousands of people across the 
country to reach the finals in London. 

Jo said the key to life was to stay positive. 
“Be positive, experiment and find out what 
you enjoy,” she said. “Don’t give up.”

BODIES representing pat¬ 
ients across Wales will be 
strengthened following a 
review of the role of Com¬ 
munity Health Councils. 

The review of the func¬ 
tions and role of Community 
Health Councils (CHCs) 
suggested more can be done 
to ensure they operate effec¬ 
tively and efficiently to 
make the best use of the tal¬ 
ents and resources available. 

Health Minister Mark 
Drakeford said: “One of the 
underlying themes emerging 
from the Francis Inquiry is 
making the voice of the 
patient heard. 

“A major advantage we 
have in Wales is we still have 
Community Health Coun¬ 
cils. Wales is unique within 
the UK in this respect. My 
focus now is to make sure 
CHCs are working in a way 
which serves the people of 
Wales as well as possible. 

“The Welsh Government 
has set out a range of actions 
to strengthen the role of 
CHCs, to provide a consis¬ 
tent level of service across 
Wales and to ensure they are 
representative of communi¬ 
ties. 

“I would like to thank 
members and staff of CHCs 
for their continuing work on 
the reconfiguration of health 
services. I know this is not 
always easy, but their work 
is recognised, valued and 
necessary to help put in 
place the safe and sustain¬ 
able services we all need.” 


Spring is the season for 
the birds and the bees 


FLOWERS, buds, birds and bees. 
That is what spring is, amongst 
other things, famous for. 

But the birds and bees overlap 
slightly at this time of year and the rea¬ 
son is the flowers and buds. Both bum¬ 
ble bees and honey bees have seen 
alarming declines in the UK recently. 

Causes range from disease to agricul¬ 
tural practices, pesticides and invasive 
species but whatever the causes what we 
do know is that bee numbers are in rapid 
decline and some species are on the verge 
of extinction. 

The science speaks for itself and since it 
is clearly a combination of man-made per¬ 
ils that our bees face, it is our moral obli¬ 
gation to remove those threats. 

And for those people who cannot see 
sense in protecting wildlife for any other 
reason than that it might benefit our own 
species, given that bees are responsible for 
pollinating most of our crops, the loss of 
them could be a national disaster. 

By planting flowers bees love in our gar¬ 
dens and by raising awareness of their 
plight, we can all do our bit to protect the 
future of the bees in this country but you 
may well also be helping other animals too; 
birds. 

As temperatures take a tentative step up 
the thermal ladder this week, both birds 
and bees start making the most of the flow¬ 
ers in our gardens. 

Bumblebees ‘rev’ up their bodies and 
flight muscles before engaging our daf¬ 
fodils and snowdrops, whilst on the feath¬ 
ered side of things, small garden birds such 
as Blue Tits also flock to our increasingly 
vibrant borders. 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE

April is a fickle month. This is a problem 
in that it is the month that most creatures 
begin mating and raising their brood. If 
the cold weather returns, it can be disas¬ 
trous, not just for any young animals, but 
for their parents that have expended so 
much energy in rearing them this far. 

Blue Tits however have a trick up their 
sleeve. Whereas it may take a whole day 
to rummage around various pockets of 
their territory in search of insect food to 
sustain them in tough times, as soon as 
spring has sprung, that challenge is less¬ 
ened slightly - even if snow returns, this 
industrious little birds can weather it out 
by turning their attention to flowers. 

Buzzing 

There are a few plants that put out buds 
and flowers even in the coldest spells lead¬ 
ing up to and into spring. Species such as 
Mahonia and the pussy willows, bear large 
buds and winter flowers. 

Indeed the other name for Mahonia is 
‘Winter Sun’. Blue Tits can rely on these 
plants for sustenance throughout early 
spring until insect life is once again 
buzzing around. 

It has been estimated that if a bird 
spends just three hours out of its day feed¬ 
ing off the nectar of such shrubs, it has 
gained the equivalent energy of an entire

day’s insect probing. The plants can 
hardly complain about the situation for 
they gain another pollen-carrying agent 
to ensure their own future. 

So although the plight of our honey and 
bumble bees is far from certain, there is 
at least help on hand for some of the 


plants that may suffer from further 
demises in their population. 

Why not help out your local Blue Tits by 
installing a nest box? Visit the Fair in the 
Square, Shrewsbury, this Saturday where 
you will find a range of boxes, all hand¬ 
made locally.

The V40 Cross Country is Volvo’s 
answer to customers seeking a 
rugged off-road look from a five- 
door hatchback. 

There’s no denying that Volvo has produced 
a unique appearance for the Cross Country 
and the V40 attracted plenty of attention on 
test. 

In standard format the SE is offered with fold¬ 
ing door mirrors with ground lights and black 
mirror covers, 16in alloy wheels, rain sensor, 
textile/T-Tec upholstery, tread plates and silver 
roof rails making it stand out from the crowd. 

Enhanced 

The car can be further enhanced in Lux ver¬ 
sion which adds leather-faced upholstery, 
active bending xenon headlights, 17in alloy 
wheels, LED day-running lights, rear reading 
and theatre lighting. 

One of the nicest touches on the test car was 
a system that enables you to choose between 
three different ‘themes’ for the dials - some¬ 
thing I’ve not seen before. 

There’s also plenty of legroom, enough to 
rival Golf and BMW1 but if you go for the 
optional panoramic glass roof there could be a 
problem for taller rear seat passengers. 

The boot has a clever folding floor meaning 
you can divide up the space or raise the load

level and you can easily create a totally flat 
extended load area. 

The SE on test came complete with Blue¬ 
tooth, front and rear electric windows, alloy 
wheels, climate control, cruise control, steering 
wheel-mounted audio controls and keyless 
start. 

Volvo has always been associated with the 
best in safety techniques and the V40 is no dif¬ 
ferent. As well as the usual array of airbags and 
electronic driver aids, the car has an updated 
version of Volvo’s City Safety system, which 
automatically applies the brakes if you get too 
close to a car in front. 

There’s also an airbag that pops out from 
under the bonnet to cover the windscreen and 


front pillars if sensors detect a collision with a 
pedestrian which has helped the car achieve a 
five-star crash rating from Euro NCAR 

There’s a wide range of seat and steering 
wheel adjustment too ensuring you find the 
right seating position. 

The V40 was launched in the UK in July last 
year and is available with a choice of six 
engines, including a new 254hp, five-cylinder 
2.5-litre T5 Geartronic performance model, 
which can cover the 0-60mph sprint in 5.7 sec¬
